A Japanese fleet headed

“We have every reason to be- 
lieve that a major fleet engage- 
ment with the enemy may be in 
progress right, now and the criti-

What had brought out the Jap- 
anese fleet remained uncertain—

Roosevelt Lifts 
Martial Law 


From Hawaii 


Habeas Corpus Writ 
Restored to Islands; 
Precautions Taken 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today lifted 
martial law and restored the priv- 
ilege of habeas corpus in Hawaii, 
ending almost three years of mili- 
tary law which began with the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
December 7, 1941. 

The President issued a proclia- 


mation terminating martial law 
and at the same time the White 
House made public a proclamation 
by Ingram M, Stainback, territo- 
rial governor of Hawaii, also re- 
storing the writ of habeas corpus 
and terminating martial law. The 
President’s proclamation becomes 
effective immediately. 

_Mr. Roosevelt also issued an ex- 
ecutive order directing Secretary 
of War Stimson to designate a 
military commander for Hawaii 
and authorizing military areas so 
that precautions can be taken 
against attacks in the territory. 

The military commander will 
have authority to establish black- 
outs and curfew periods, organize 
air raid precautions, regulate the 
conduct of enemy aliens, take 
anti-espionage precautions in the 
military area, control the posses- 
sion and use of weapons, set up 
ports and harbors protections, reg- 
ulate travel, and regulate the 
publication of newspapers ‘‘pub- 
lished in a foreign language or in 
dual languages.” 

In addition he will have au- 
thority to regulate or prohibit the 
possession or use of radio trans- 
mission sets between the military 
area and points away from it. 

The authority conferred in the 
executive order will expire 30 
days after the end of war with 
Japan. 

In his proclamation lifting mar- 
tial law the President said “the 
public safety no longer requires 
that the privilege of the writ of 
habeas corpus remain suspended 
or that martial law continue in 
said territory.”

Poll Tax Survey Is Planned; 
Arnall Slated To Head Commission

Southern leaders are laying the 

groundwork for a_ non-partisan 
survey of the poll tax, it was 
learned last night, and their find- 
ings—pro or con—will be placed 
before the nation in an effort to 
remove the question from its 
traditional hot spot of political 
controversy. 


Distinguished Southerners are 
being painstakingly selected from 
business, labor and the profes- 
sions, it was learned, to serve on 
a commission that will attempt to 
determine whether the poll tax 
exercises a good, bad or merely 
indifferent effect on democracy 
in the eight southern states where 
it is levied. 


Should the survey reveal that 
poll taxes are disadvantageous, 
their repeal will be recommended 
to the states where payment of the 
levy is a qualification for voting. 
If the tax is found to be innocu- 
ous, no such recommendation will 
be made. 

In either case, it was learned, 
the commission’s findings will be 
widely publicized and will likely 
be read into the Congressional 
Record, whose pages for decades 


have recorded thousands of words

Jap Sub Atrocity Survivor 


Carries Out 


Pal's Wishes 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 24.—(/)—Just before a Japanese submarine 
submerged with 100 captured American seamen on its deck, most of 
them with their hands bound, one of them made an oral will. 


The story was told today by one 
of 23 survivors in a petition for 
probate of the will of First Mate 
Clement Carlin, of the torpedoed 
ship. It was filed in superior 
court. 

The officer left his entire estate, 
estimated at $10,000, to one of his 
four brothers, John M. Carlin, 
Glendale, Cal., defense worker. 


RELATES EXPERIENCE. 


As proof of the will, there was 
offered the affidavit of Charles E. 
Pyle, member of the sunken mer- 
chant ship crew, who was rescued 
by an Allied seaplane, he said: 

“On July 2, 1944, I was a mem- 
ber of the ——— , a merchant 
ship of the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission, which was at that time

“First Officer Carlin was killed 
by the Japanese on that date, ... 
The Jap submarine submerged 
with 100 men on the deck outside. 
They bound the hands of all those 
who showed signs of life and left 
unbound only 23 of us whom they 
had beaten so severely they had 
give us up for dead.... We 23 
who were not bound were picked 
up by Allied flying boats while we 
were floating on the water soon 
after the sub submerged.” 

Pyle has been recovering from 
his injuries in an Oakland, Cal., 
naval hospital.

Threatened 


Frassineto's Fall 
And Other U. §. Gains 
Open Possibilities 


ROME, Oct. 24.—(#)—A flank- 


‘| ing threat to Bologna, key German 


communication and supply center 
in northern Italy, has been devel- 
oped by American capture of Fras- 
sineto and further gains to the 
east. Frassineto lies five miles 
southwest of Castel San Pietro, Po 
valley town 13 miles southeast of 
Bologna on the lateral Rimini 
highway. 

Capture of Castel San Pietro 
would put the Americans in open 
country and in a position to use 
the all-weather highway for a 
smash on Bologna from the east, 
cutting behind strong German 
forces opposing the American fron- 
tal offensive against Bologna from 
the south. 

Stiff German resistance, rough 
terrain, barbwire entanglements 
and demolitions have held up this 
assault. 

East of the American Fifth Army 
forces moving on Castel San Pie- 
tro, other Yanks advanced two and 
a half miles along a highway to- 
ward Imola, another junction point 
on the Bologna-Rimini highway 
and seven miles southeast of Cas- 
tel San Pietro. The American ad- 
vance in this area swept up Fon- 
tanelice, seven miles southwest of 
Imola. 

Farther east along Highway 67 
British troops pushed north m 
Portico toward Forli, also a junc- 
tion point on the Bologna-Rimini 
highway, 20 miles southeast of 
Imola. | 

On the Eighth Army front in the 
Adriatic sector Monte Cavallo, 
west of the Savio river and south 
of Cesena, was captured by In- 
dian troops. Along the Adriatic 
coast other Eighth Army forces ad- 
vanced a half milé beyond Cervia 
and Canadian forces enlarged their 
bridgehead across the Savio north 


of Cesena. 

Strong German tank attacks 
hurled at the Canadians were 
\beaten off with the Nazis -suffer- 
ing heavy casualties. 

A British bridgehead across the 
Savio west of Cesena was battered 
by a heavy German artillery bar- 
rage but the Tommies held their 
ground. Supplies were being 
moved to them by tanks, 

The British north of Cervia re- 
ported encountering only rear 
guard action from the Germans 
and apparently Field Mar. Gen. 
Albert Kesselring is withdrawing 
his troops from the Adriatic sec- 
tor. 

British forces are now within 12 
miles of Ravenna on the coast. 

Meanwhile the clandestine radio 
“Milano Liberta” declared the 
“time is short” and that the Po 
valley must be liberated as soon 
as possible to guarantee food for 
northern Italy. The broadcast call- 
ed on the people of Lombardy and 
Piedmont to revolt against the Ger- 
mans.

D-DAY MOVES UP 

By working day and night, D- 
Day for Leyte at last advanced 
from the previous earliest desig- 
nated date. 

In a hurried left hook at For- 
mosa, airfields and staging areas 
were blasted to prevent aerial re- 
inforcements reaching the Philip- 
pines in time to interfere with 
land campaigning. Bombers fol- 
lowed through to keep airfields 
neutralized—all a part of the 
overall plan for the Philippines 
reconquest. 

Meanwhile, Halsey himself re- 
turned to the Philippines area, 
planting his fleet between the 
troops ashore and any “banzai”’ 
Jap attack that might be launched 
at them from the sea. 

Reports that the Third Fleet 
suffered heavy damage off For- 
mosa already have been officially 
denied. I can testify that the Jap 
claims are utter nonsense and the 
only mystery is why they stuck 
their necks out so far in making 
claims so easily proven ridiculous. 

I personally counted the cigar 
box outlines of every carrier that 
I knew had sailed for Formosa. 

None showed the least vestige 
of damage. 

Now aboard another type of 
ship written off as sunk by the 
Japs I can’t find a scratch on it 
anywhere. From the portholes of 
this ship I can count most of the 
other units consigned to the bot- 
tom by the Japs still sitting in the 
center of our decimated fleet. 

It is fantastic and almost weird 
to listen to the Tokyo radio boast 
flatly that the ship you are on 
has been sent to the bottom weeks 


before. 
JAP PROPAGANDA 

The consensus here is that the 
Jap propagandists hope to con- 
vince some Americans that part 
of their claims are true in hopes 
that it might stir up political dis- 
unity over naval strategy prior 
to election.

enveloped in the twin Allied

Meanwhile an official denial 
came from Canadian field head- 
quarters of a report issued by Al- 
lied Supreme Headquarters here 
Monday night to the effect that 
the port of Breskens on the south 
bank gf the Schelde, captured by 
the Canadians Sunday, had been 
evacuated. 

The town is still strongly held, 
the dispatches said, and the Cana- 
dians are now driving on Groede, 
two miles southwest of Breskens, 
and storming Ft. Frederik-Hen- 
drik, a mile west of Breskens, The 
Germans remaining in this area 
appeared tightly compressed 
against the coast and were not ex- 
pected to offer much more resist- 
ance. 


The Canadians also controlled 
most of the road between Bres- 
kens and Schoondijke, three miles 
to the south, and the Germans on 
the inland perimeter of the south 
Schelde | ee were virtually im- 
mobilized, 


On the approaches of 'S Herto- 
genbosch, the British captured 
Rosmalen, Berlicum and St.. Mich- 
iels Gestel, and they also took 
Liempe, three miles north of Best, 
in fusing their lines south of ’S 
Hertogenbosch. South of Esch, 
the Malen river was forced at 
three points and two of its bridges 
seized intact. 


NAZIS FEAR RHINE PUSH 


, The Germans quickly abandon- 
ed Best and Oirschot as the British 
attacked, indicating they were in 
no way prepared to put up a de- 
fense in that area, although they 
had been using the towns as artil- 
lery positions from which to shell 
the Eindhoven railroad. 


Nearer ’S Hertogenbosch, the 
enemy had blown numerous 
bridges and floeded large areas 
of the natural moat surrounding 
the city. Isolated enemy groups 
were reported still fighting de- 
laying actions southeast of the 
city, using a number of bazookas 
against British tanks. 


Only patrol activity was re- 
ported from the U, S. First Army 
sector to the south,

Once during Halsey’s bold and 
contemptuous Western Pacific at- 
tacks at the front doorstep of Ja- 
pan proper the Japanese fleet had 
come out from home waters. It 
had taken a look and gone back 
into hiding without firing a shot, 
Nimitz announced October 17, 

“Japanese fleet units were sight- 
ed approaching the area in which 
United States Pacific fleet forces 
have been operating in the west- 
ern part of Philippines sea, but 
upon discovering our fighting 
strength unimpaired have avoided 
action and have withdrawn to- 
wards. their bases.” Nimitz an- 
nounced October 19: 

“I have received from Adm. Ha)- 
sey the comforting assurance that 
he is now retiring toward the en- 
emy following the salvage of all 
the Third Fleet ships recently re- 
ported sunk by radio Tokyo.” 
CRITICAL SITUATION 

The present situation is similar 

to that which led to the: great 
naval battle in Guadalcanal wa- 
ters in the'Solomons at the end 
of 1942, 
- But, perhaps significantly, Nim- 
itz’s communique did not mention 
the presence of any Japanese car- 
riers in the Sulu and Sibuyan seas, 
and Halsey was ‘known to have 
one of the two most powerful 
fleets in the history of the world, 
with battleships, carriers and ev- 
ery other fighting craft. The Third 
Fleet is matched only by the Fifth 
Fleet of Adm. Raymond A. Spru- 
ance, 

If the Japanese lacked carriers, 
the American planes and any bat: 
tle fleet which reached the area 
would have only land-based enemy 
planeg to meet. The Japanese air 
force has been depleted seriously 
by Halsey’s attacks on the Philip- 
pines, Formosa and the Ryukyus 
just off Japan proper. 

The Japanese have bases all 
around the Sulu-Sibuyan area and 
also Halsey is at the end of greatly 
extended lines of communications. 
His Third Fleet has been in almost 
constant action for nearly two 
months. 

HALSEY’S SCORE 

As the enemy steamed into an 
area where he might be forced to 
battle, the score of Halsey’s fleet 
since August 30, in actions in Jap- 
anese waters or waters adjacent, 
was 2,285 enemy planes destroyed 
or damaged, and 854 ships and 
small craft sunk or damaged. 

Gen. MacArthur’s troops, killing 
more than 3,000 Japanese, have 
captured at least 12 Leyte towns 
and villages on an expanding 25- 
mile front and have fought their 
way into the outskirts of San Palo, 
only 17% miles from the west 
coast of the island.

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A Compromise on Home Rule 


Most valid and effective argument 
against home rule centers about the fact 
that easing of restrictions on the issuing 
of bonds by Georgia’s various cities, coun- 
ties and school districts would tend to 
frighten potential purchasers of the 
securities. 

There is no denying that, remembering 
the acute fiscal unpleasantness which ac- 
companied the bursting of the Florida 
boom, banks and other financial institu- 
tions are inclined to look askance at mu- 
nicipal issues which are not subject to 
legislative and constitutional safeguard. 


The truth of the matter is, of course, 
that there is nothing to fear on this score 
so long as Georgians retcin their native 
financial conservatism. Indeed, in view of 
the almost automatic fashion in which the 
state at large ratifies bond issues which in 
some instances the people of the commun- 
ity affected reject, it seems purchasers 
would enjoy greater security under home 
rule than at present. 


Be that as it may, the question of 
issuing bonds is but one phase, one of 
almost negligible consequence, in the 
home rule question. 


The important aspects of the matter 
are the hundreds of minor details con- 
stantly arising in ‘he operation of county 
and municipal government. :

Not Do the Laundry 


I was sitting listening to M. E. Coyle, of 
General Motors, make a talk, and what he said 
pe sae, reminded me of Alex Guerry, vice chancellor of 

the University of the South, familiarly known as Sewanee. _ 
E. Coyle, who is general manager of the Chevrolet division, 
was talking about postwar automobiles. This reminds me to say 
I am sorry but your postwar automobile will not include tele- 
vision, a miniature movie set and a washing machine in the bag- 

gage compartment. ! 

It still is going to be just an automobile. It likely will cost a 
little more because the cost of labor and materials is more. This, 
incidentally, gives M. E. Coyle real concern, because he ‘believes 
that this country was a great market for all automobiles because, 
by research and application of the industry’s “know how,” it was 
able to make cars better but cheaper each year. If the cars start 
increasing in price each year, it won't be so good for the indus- 
try and for the public, which wants to buy. 

He was saying that, of course, some aluminum would ‘be used 
and some magnesium. But that, after all, magnesium alloys would 
figure at well above $1,000 a ton and aluminum would be well 
over $100 a ton. This was not as cheap as steel alloys, which are 
at around $60 a ton, and no one is going to give up steel and use 
the much more expensive alloys just to carry out some of the more 
fantastic ideas about “the dream world” of the future. 

We have seen a lot of new fantastic developments in our gen- 
eration. In fact, we have seen more wonders come true than all 
the rest of time put together has witnessed. There will be magic 
in the future. But your automobile still is going to be just that

and aluminum is still welk ahead of us. 


All this reminded me of Alex Guerry and 
Sewanee Story Sewanee because, while on a visit to the 
Mountain a few weeks ago, Alex Guerry said something like this: 

“As head of a liberal arts institution I am, naturally, concerned 
with the future. Will the young men want to go to college after 
the war to obtain the sort of education liberal arts colleges give, or 
will they want to go to vocational schools? 

“Will they read all the comfortable colored magazine ads about 
stockings made of sea foam, and houses with glass walls which 
produce sun and heat and keep out the neighbors’ prying eyes, and 
say to themselves, ‘That is all of life.

The machine has not replaced the mind and imagina- 
tion even if a disturbing number of persons seem to think so. 

: : If we look at the really magical produc- 
Not With Mirrors tions of chemistry, physics and of all our 
researches into metals, machines, drugs, chemicals and minerals, we 
find we have done none of it with mirrors. 

Almost all of it has been done by men who have had the very 
best technical education possible to obtain. And most of the time 
it will be found that education was put on top of a fine liberal arts 
education. 

The good right arm is fine. Vocational education is to be de- 
sired. Not all persons can take a liberal arts education and even 
fewer can take, and make something of, engineering or advanced 
research in the fields of chemistry or physics. 

The war revealed some startling and disturbing defects in our 
college and high-school trained men. We had given them a little 
bit of this an@ a little of that and not much of anything. The 
Army had to put into classrooms disciplining courses in history, 
English, languages and in mathematics and the associated fields of 
science, notably physics. 

So, those who produce our magic do not do so with mirrors. And 
if they are going to produce it merely for a race of robot men and 
women it will cease to be magic. 

M. E. Coyle was saying that there will be magic in the future, 
but it will be produced by hard work, knowledge and education. 
That’s why he reminded me of Alex Guerry.

Needed New Housing, 
Or ‘Slum Clearance’ 


When Atlanta’s first rehousing project, Tech- 
wood, was in the preliminary, blueprint stages, 
it was customary to speak of it as a “slum 

clearance” project. Which, of course, it actually was. The con- 
glomeration of shacks and crumbling wrecks of old houses which it 
swept out of existence were, distinctly, “slums” if ever there was 
a slum. 

Yet, during that period, newspaper offices were visited by dele- 
gations of indignant residents of those shacks, protesting against 
the calling of the place where they lived as a “slum.” They were 
indignant, insulted and proud. 

One day, quite a few years ago, I wrote a column about one of 
the “toughest” and most poverty and vice-ridden areas in At- 
lanta. I made the mistake of calling one of the streets in that 
area by name. The day that column appeared a dozen or more 
indignant residents on that street called this office and a number 
of them swore they were so mad they were discontinuing reading 
this paper from that moment on. 

Recently, having an hour or two to spare one afternoon, I 
strolled into another area of pitiful poverty and decay. I want, this 
morning, to do a little describing of that area, the moral of the 
story being that, while we are postwar planning, we will miss a 
very vital necessity if we don’t plan some way of eradicating such 
sore spots from our city. 

This time, though, I’m not going to tell you where the partic: 
ular area is. You can find such places for yourself, if you are 
interested. But I’m not going to have the owner of a rat-infésted 
horror, called a house, calling or writing to object to such a desig- 
nation of what he is pleased to consider a residence fit for the 
comfortable housing of human beings. 


Whefi you walk into such a section as 
The Odor of Decay this I write of, the first reaction comes 
via the olfactory sense. 


There is, even as you walk in the open 
air, on the street, an all-pervading odor of decay and of dirt. It is 
a blend of rotting wood, ancient cooking; dirty clothes, unwashed 
humanity, and rodent effluvia. Probably some other mixtures, too. 

The houses are, most of them, rickety old frame structures which 
haven’t known the touch of a paint brush for many years. Porches 
are sagging and the little front yards are, most of them, bare and 
dusty spaces, while glimpses into back yards reveal piles of rotting 
junk, empty cans under festoons of clothes lines which prove there 
really is such a condition as ‘“‘tattletale gray.” 

Most of the porches are occupied by old people. Men and 
women who seem, by their faces, to have sunk into a sort of apa- 
thetic acceptance of their poverty. Maybe that appearance is de- 
ceptive. I can only report how they seefned to me. 

There are slatternly women standing on the street corners gos- 
siping. There are many children, playing in the dust of the yards. 

And over all is that depressing, horrible mask of utter, hope- 
less, pitiful poverty. The poverty that has to accept dirt and lack 
of decent sanitation, decay and decadence, because there is no 
other place where they can live. And the decay and the decadence 
creeps out of the crumbling old houses and eats into the bodies and 
the souls of the people and, in due course, the crime and the vice 
and the disease which breeds there overflows and we all are 


touched by it. 

Someday, if we do not sweep out such 
Someday, a Spark places of our own volition, Atlanta is 
going to wake up ‘and learn that a new conflagration has purified 
such areas by fire. It wouldn't take much to start a blaze that 
would run wild for many blocks, among those old, rotten frame 
buildings. Just a start, with a fair breeze blowing in the right 
direction, and such areas would be swept bare. It might well be, 
too, the hand of Providénce that sent the fire. For we would then 
have to rebuild. 

Despite the various rehousing projects which have eliminated 
such civic sore spots here and there in our city, there remain a 
number of such areas which are today a reproach to Atlanta’s 
decency and Atlanta’s pride. 

We cannot do much about such places while the war is on. But, 
when the fighting is over and we look for ways to improve our 
city, let us not so concentrate on the big, spectacular super high- 
ways and plazas and airports, that we forget the greater necessity 
of providing places where these, our less fortunate citizens, can at 
least exist under conditions where ordinary cleanliness is possible. 

It would, at first, cost money. Inevitably. But, -in the long 
view, the dividends in better citizenship, in lessened crime, in lives 
lifted out of despair and decay, would pay dividends incalculable 
to the city and to all who live, or visit, among us.

Some of the men in power have 


|said in recent years that we have 


no more frontiers; that we must 
divide what we have, since there 
is no more opportunity to begin 
with little and build big. That, of 
course, is nonsense. 


(There are unlimited frontiers 
of chemistry and engineering and 
all sciences. After .the war our 
world will be rebuilt, either quick- 
ly or slowly, and a century from 
now it will differ from the world 
of today as the present differs 
from the stage-coach period. And 
little men will grow big in propor- 
tion to the part they play in the 
rebuilding.) 


But the prophets of despair re- 
ferred to the old familiar kind of 
frontier, which our ancestors found 
centuries ago and slowly pushed 
westward till they reached the 
Pacific. And it is true that such 
frontiers are no longer to be found 
in America, though one-half. of our 
nation’s area, according to the de-: 
partment of agriculture, is still the 
virgin wilderness it was when Co- 
lumbus crossed the Atlantic. 

But this country of ours is not 
the world, and our forefathers did 
not find profitable frontiers by 
remaining at home. 


People are courting disappoint- 


ment if they hope to find the un-} 


developed opportunities of a fron- 
tier while clinging to movies, 
bathtubs, paved streets and a Sat- 
urday pay check. The old timers 
found opportunity by leaving civil- 
ization and moving to the wilder- 
ness of a new land. 

There are such lands still. In 
the heart of South America, for 
example, there is an empire of 
over two million square miles 
which is almost uninhabited. It 
has an average temperature of 70 
to 80 degrees. It has abundant 
rainfall, and enough waterpower 
for an empire. It has vast areas 
of rich soil; a climate that grows 
three crops of corn in a year; limit- 
less hardwood timber, and untold 
wealth in oil and mineral re- 
sources, 

Over 2,000,000 square miles of 
frontier! England has an area of 
51,000 square miles; Germany, 
181,000; France, 213,000; Italy, 
120,000. And these n&tions, with 
a combined area of. 565,000 square 
miles ,supported a peacetime pop- 
ulation of 187,000,000. By that 
standard, the virgin empire in the 
heart of South America could sup- 
port 500 million people. Does that 
indicate lack of opportunity? 

You read much about mistreated 
and underprivileged races in all 
civilized lands. Well, our forefa- 
thers wére that kind, and they had 
the courage and enterprise to do 
something about it. 

Without capital or advance 
knowledge of the country; without 
power boats, tractors, rifles, saw- 
mills, steel plows or modern tools; | 
without any means to combat in- 
sects and disease; they dared to 
face the wilderness and conquer it. 

There is still limitless opportu- 
nity for those who have the cour- 
age to begin at the beginning and 
build a civilization.

World Can't Afford 
Another Such War 


WASHINGTON.—In considering plans for 
| world peace, the foundation for which has been 

: worked out at the Dumbarton Oaks conference, 
an obligation rests more on the younger generation to insist that 
our government leaders not fumble the ball again this time as, 
they did after the last World War. 

That is patently true, because it will be the younger generation 
that will be called upon to bear the burden of the next world 
conflict, if another is allowed to come within the next 25 years. 

There may be a tendency on the part of those of us who have 
reached middle age and beyond to take only an academic interest 
in plans proposed for enforcing world peace. Such an apahty is 
logical to assume on the grounds that older members of our 
present-day society need have little fear of the world being en- 
guifed in another war during their lives. 

When Germany and Japan are defeated we are determined that 
such a good job shall be done of it that it will be many years be- 
fore either of these trouble-making nations shall again be able to 
disturb the peace of the world, 

In all probability, the wreck and the devastation to be wrought 
on Germany and Japan as a consequence of this war will be such 
that there will be no danger of these nations being able to arm 
themselves as aggressors again for at least a quarter of a cenutry. 

It took almost that long for Germany to recover from the last 
war. For one thing, a new generation of manpower will have to 
grow up. 

Even if we took no measures for safeguarding world peace, we, 
nevertheless, could look forward to an era of two or three decades 
of peace, simply because it will require that much time for the 
aggressor nations to recover from the present war. 

By that time the older members of us now living will, accord- 
ing to life’s expectancy, have passed on, and the younger genera- 
— now among us will have taken over the responsibilities of the 
nation. 

These younger elements, therefore, have an obligation to them- 
selves to take a positive hand in the- world peace deliberations that 
are now going on. Their future is at stake. 


Next War If the American people could visualize the dreadful 

machines of destruction that are sure to come into 
play with the next war, it is inconceivable that any element in our 
population would oppose the fullest extremes proposed for en- 
forcing world peace. 

The next war is certain to see all of our principal cities made 
the target of devastating attack by fobot bombs hurled at us frem 
distances of several thfousand miles. Air power, as it is known 
today, is only in its infancy. 

Our leading scientists are authority for the statement that 25 
or 30 years hence, perhaps even sooner, it will Be possible as a 
commonplace thing to send vast armadas of bombers from distant 
points of the world against us, if we allow the unrestricted de 
velopment of these weapons. 

Announcement has already been made that the science has been 
established for a machine that will permit the firing of robot bombs 
with such precision that a city like New York could be selected 
as a target from Europe, and once the city was struck any indi- 
vidual building in the city could then .be selected as a target. 

That should be enough to make any true American give serious 
consideration to the need for creating a proper agency to maintain 
peace, through force or whatever it takes. In the next war we will 
be just as much.on the firing line back here as London has been 
in the present struggle. 

By now we should know enough of German and Japanese 
temperament to realize what their aims are for the future, even 
though defeated disastrously in the war. Vengeance and vindictive- 
ness is their overpowering passion. 

Those were the underlying causes of the present war, plus 
inordinate phobia both races have for world domination. . 

As sure as night follows day, they will throw the world into 
another bloody upheaval in time, if we give them a free rein. It 
may take 20 or 30 years for them to prepare for it, but it would 
be sure to come, just as Woodrow Wilson accurately predicted the 
war now upon us if we did nothing to prevent it. 

The Germans and Japs, in defeat, will be out for vengeance. 
Not for several generations, perhaps, will they outlive this phobia. 
Here is something for our younger people to be thinking about— 
those who will bear the brunt of the next war when it comes.

They 
like to believe that it is a continu- 
ation of the trend manifest since 
the first big overturn of congres- 
sional seats in 1938. 

One thing that makes them 
anxious, however, is the indica- 
tion that many Republicans—no 
one knows how many—are going 
to switch over and vote for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for the first time 
this year because of the war and 
the keen interest in a postwar 
world organization to check fu- 
ture wars. Some of the latter are 
former Wendell Willkie support- 
ers. 

Democrats like to think that the 
voters who are silent made up 
their minds long ago to vote for 
President Roosevelt, on the single, 


simple issue that there should be 
no change in the midst of war, | 
and that they are just not in the’ 
mood for conversation about the 
election, having more important 
things to do.

Absentee Vote Deadline Nears 


Are you going to be away from 
home on November 7? 

If so, you have only a few days 
left to apply for your absentee bal- 
lot in Georgia. The deadline for 
civilians in Fulton and DeKalb 
counties, as well as for the rest 
of the state, is October 28. A bal- 
lot will be yours for 30 cents if 
you apply at the ordinary’s office 
in your courthouse. 

If you’re in military service, no 
matter which state you're from, 
your ballot is free and there's no 
deadline. Just allow enough time 
for mailing back and . forth be- 
tween now and election day. 
Friends or relatives may apply for 
you, and. if you’ve never register- 
ed, application for a voter's oath 
may be made at the same time. 


Of course, if you’re a civilian 
you must be registered in your 
home county before you can apply 
for a ballot—unless you hail from 
Arkansas or Texas, where regis- 
tration is not required of anyone. 

States outside Georgia have set 
various closing dates for ballot 
applications, usually from five to 
10 days before the election for 
civilians, and up: to the last day 
for the military. Such applica- 
tions in most cases must be made 
to county registrars, but some- 
times to secretaries of state, as in 
Massachusetts and Kentucky, or to 
city clerks, as in Maine. A mail- 
ing charge for civilians is usually 


uired.,

that ballots must be returned four

Most 
states allow military personnel to 
turn back their ballots any time 
up to election day: South Caro- 
lina is the exception that requires 
ballots to be returned three days 
before the election.

Oth- 
ers have made no provisions. for 
civilian absentee voting, including 
Maryland, New Jersey, New Mexi- 
co, Pennsylvania and South Caro- 
lina. In Missouri and Florida ab- 
sentee voting for civilians is pos- 
sible only if the voter is within 
the state.

Mr. Roosevelt says he is not one 
of those vampires who would have 
lived on the heart’s blood-of the 
Chinese people. Yet he and his 
wife, their children and many 
other members of the clan enjoyed 
to the utmost, luxury and riches 
derived from the degradation and 
wretchedness of the Chinese peo- 
ple by the abominable commerce 
in which his grandfather engaged 
on the China coast in the 1840's. 


Of course this old buccaneer had 
other interests but the historical 
material leaves absolutely no doubt 
that he was one of those unspeak- 
able brutal white men who thwart- 
ed the humane purpose of the Chi- 
nese emperor to abolish this curse. 

In return for the opium forced 
on the Chinese people by British 
and American rascals who brought 
the dope in from India in defiance 
of Chinese law, the smugglers re- 
ceived silk and other’ goods 
wrought by miserable coolies, 
women and children as well as 
men, under conditions much worse 
than those of Negro slavery in the 
south. 

These wares then were shipped 
to Europe, Britain and the United 
States for sale in “respectable” 
commerce at high profits. The 
helpless, subhuman Chinese ad- 
dicts had to work at starvation 
wages to produce goods to buy the 
poison to feed the craving on 
which old Delano got rich and 
founded the family inheritance. 


But still, what is the idea of 
bringing this up? 

The idea is that to sincere 
friends of humanity, the proceeds 
of this detestable enterprise, so re- 
pugnant to their protessed prin- 
ciples and ideals, would have been 
filthy and untouchable money. In 
childhood, of course, they. would 
have had no discrimination or 
power of renunciation. The regu- 
lar, aristocratic, snobbish pattern 
of multiple homes, nurses, govern- 
egses,. grooms, tutors, stables, 
boats, staffs of servants, European 
travel and otherwise lavish life 
would have been routine. But 
when they grew up, Mr, and Mrs. 
Roosévelt continued to enjoy the 
benefits of these ill-gotten profits 
from “the heart's blood of the 
Chinese people,” living at a scale 
far beyond his earning ability and 
educating their children in expen- 
sive snobbery out of the same for- 
tune. And down to this very hour, 
the fortune, still beyond a million 
dollars, is intact. 

True, Mr. Roosevelt did donate 
as a modest, if premature, national 
memorial to his own greatness, the 
big house at Hyde Park, but that 
transaction had the earmarks of a 
tax dodge or, in his own memor- 
able phrase, a “clever little 
scheme” having “the color of 
oe reg By subtracting this 
white elephant from his estate, he 
reduced the taxable value of the 
estate which his heirs will receive 
and thus reduces their inheritance 
tax but incidentally, raises the tax 
burden of his neighbors around 
Hyde Park. Most such properties 
are worse than worthless and other 
owners of mansions in the same 
region have ruthlessly demolished 
them to save real estate taxes now 
and inheritance taxes later. 


There is no record that the 
Roosevelts for all their professed 
generosity and abhorrence of greed 
and the well-fed condition of the 
symbolic clubman, have ever given 
away anything or denied them- 
selves any luxury. What they have 
they keep and their income pyra- 
mided by exploitation of the by- 
products of his war on want, 

Meanwhile, their partisans have 
delighted in excoriations of Henry 
Ford and the du Ponts, for ex- 
ample, whose great creations cer- 
tainly were helpful facilities when 
the United States was caught in 
war, whereas no apologist could 
possibly discover in Delano’s ca- 
reer as an opium slaver any effect 
helpful to anyone but his family 
circle, 

To have been consistent in 
preaching and practice, the Presi- 
dent and his wife were morally 
obliged to divest themselves of 
every benefit of the opium for- 
tune as soon as their great social 
conscience was aroused. And cer-

GALLUP POLL 


Third Party Vote Negligible 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American Inetitute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—The num- 
ber of the nation’s civilian voters 
who will mark their Dallots for 
third-party candidates this Novem- 
ber will amount to less than 1 per 
cent of all votes cast. 

This estimate does not, it should 
be emphasized, include the soldier 
vote, since polling of members of 


ithe armed forces by civilians is 


not permitted. There is thus no 
way of telling how the soldier 
vote will be distributed among 
any of the candidates. 

The chief third party candidate, 
Norman Thomas, will, on the basis 
of present data, poll a larger vote 
than he did in 1940 when he re- 
ceived just short of 100,000 votes. 

An analysis of the findings in- 
dicates. that roughly two-thirds of 
the people who voted for a third- 
party candidate in 1940 will cast 
their ballots for a third party can- 
didate this year. 

The remainder are recruits in 
about equal proportions from 1940 
Willkie and Roosevelt voters and 
those who did not vote in the last 
presidential election. Consequent- 
ly, neither of the major-party can- 
didates will be helped or hurt by 
the so-called “protest” vote. 


Only two times during the pres- 
ent century have third parties won 


an appreciable percentage of the 


total vote cast in presidential elec- 
tions. 

In 1912, third parties won 34.9 
per cent of the vote. This is largely 
accounted for by the “Bull Moose”’ 
candidacy of Theodore Roosevelt. 

In 1924, much of the third-party 
17.1 per cent vote is accounted 
for by votes cast for “Bob” La- 


Follette Sr., who ran on the Pro- 


gressive ticket. No third party 
eandidate since that time has suc- 
ceeded in .carrying a single state.

It became manifest 
that immense untapped strength 
resided in our national muscles, 
talents for “rationalization” of in- 
dustrial processes, our resourceful- 
ness in overcoming barriers. 


America has only begun to un- 
derstand its own productive ca- 
pacities, and one of the most dif- 
ficult problems of our future is to 
adjust our thinking to that ca- 
pacity. Even in our most opti- 
mistic periods, it is now clear, we 
had underestimated our own abil- 
ities. In the last 20 years we 
have raised output per man-hour 
by about 40 per cent. More sig- 
nificantly, we have learned that 
this stepped-up production can be 
further enlarged as the workers 
themselves become aware that 
they have much to gain in the 
general avalanche of abundance. 
We have found new materials and 
new uses for old materials, new 
fecundity in industrial branches 
thought sterile. We are only at 
the foothills of production, with 
mountains still to climb. 


There is good reason for doubt- 
ing the whole theory of frontier 
land as the chief source of Amer- 
ican prosperity. The frontier, I 
am inclined to believe, was far 
more potent in forming American 
economy. 


The frontier developed our 
“nioneer” instincts and character 
and gave us the invaluable inner 
conviction that “everything is pos- 
sible.” I am the last man to dis- 
count the importance of the fron- 
tier. But we should be playing 
false to our pioneer ancestors and 
squandering their spiritual her® 
tage if we let the image of a ter- 
ritorial frontier no longer with us 
blot out awareness of other, great- 
er frontiers’ still with us—the 
frontiers of science, new indus- 
trial processes, new goals of gen- 
eral welfare. 


It happens that we still have in 
this country millions of people, 
sunken in poverty, who can be 
developed and turned into great 
national assets. They are people 
who will demand houses and food 
and clothes, necessities and lux: 
uries, on an even greater scale 
than the poverty-stricken immi- 
grants did. They might be de- 
scribed as our “internal immi- 
grants.” 


Science has barely touched its 
unbounded possibilities. When we 
hed only a handful of research 
scientists in a few ill-equipped 
laboratories we produced what is 
the great world of technology of 
today. Now, with a _ thousand 
magnificenly equipped labora- 
tories and many thousand of scien- 
tists working in the fascinating 
quest of the illimitable unknown, 
it is folly to say that science and 
technology have matured. 


Today there is no less promise 
of unprecedented growth in exist- 


ing industries, let alone those that 


When this war ends we may 
expect to see a mushrooming of 
the prefabricated house industry, 
bringing unexampled comfort and 
elegance at prices within the 
reach of the masses. . The new 
homes will be soundproof, vermin- 
proof, subject to periodical revi- 
sion by removing or adding pan- 
els and sections. It will have new 
types of plumbing, heating, light- 
ing; new surface effects, specia] 
hygienic properties built into win- 
dows, centralized vacuum-clean- 
ing arrangements. It will be fur- 
nished and equipped with me- 
chanical servants stemming from 
electronics; new. methods of re- 
frigeration, ventilation, garbage 
disposal, and air conditioning; fur- 
niture made of plastics, nylon, 
composition materials, embodying 
qualities never dreamed of in 
connection with household goods. 


Aviation is another field where- 
in the potentials of expansion are 
so clear that the least imagina- 
tive are stirred by the perspec. 
tive. The pressures of war have 
served to crowd decades of aero- 
nautical invention &nd improve- 
ment into a few years. The de- 
velopments now being. applied to 
destructive purposes will surely 
be adapted to constructive peace- 
time purposes, Electronic devices 
today used to direct deadly fire, 
to detect approaching enemy 
planes, and to locate invisible tar- 
gets will serve to make areial 
driving safe and easy, and to 
make accidents in the skies less 
likely, 


Great systems of. passenger and 
freight service through the Skies, 
millions of privately owned small 
planes of the wing or helicopter 
types, thousands of elaborate “air 
yachts” do not tell the whole 
story. The whole quality of mod- 
ern life will be altered by the 
plane, precisely as a generation 
ago it was revolutionized by the 
motor car. New industries deriv- 


ing from aviation~are certain to'| 
_plored now opening up to our 


emerge, as well as an array of new 
trades, professions, and industries 
servicing aviation. The radius of 
suburban settlements around cities 
will be greatly enlarged by the 
speed of the commuting airplane, 
and that in turn will offer im- 
mense outlets of new business en- 
terprise of a hundred kinds. 


A great deal has been said and 
written about plastics, which also 
open up alluring horizons of in- 
dustrial innovations and expan- 
sion, new opportunities for risk 
capital and dynamic brains. We 
have only begun ta explore the 
frontiers not only of chemistry 


air, natural gas, cellulose, casein, 
glass, soybeans, potato starch— 
are already available, and the area 
of growth is almost limitless. 


Edible fats, I am informed, will 
be made from coal or petroleum. 
Foods will be processed electri- 
cally, with ultra-violet rays, to 
improve their flavor: health-giv- 
ing ingredients will be artificially 
added to make familiar foods 
more nutritive. Incalculable im- 
provements will be made in can- 
ning and preserving and dis- 
tributing foods. And if, on the 
one hand, we shall convert wood 
and other raw materials into ecii- 
bles, on the other we shal! in- 
creasingly turn familiar farm 
\products into industrial products. 
Chemurgy is the name applied to 
this new science of agricultural 


conversion which even now 
| providing the raw stuff for dozens 


of manufactured items. It adds a 
new dimension to opportunities in 
farming. 


The new science of electronics, 
an extension of the miracles of 
radio and television, offers almost 
+inexhaustible possibilities for busi- 
ness ventures. Among the de 
vices now in use or foreseen for 
the immediate future are those 
measuring speeds of passing ob- 
jects, matching color shades; con- 
trolling temperature and humid- 
ity, detecting flaws in metal sur- 
faces, detecting smoke and gas, 
sorting and grading any number 
of objects, providing burglar 
alarms and signal systems, count- 
ing and other automatic calcula- 
tions, fulfilling a long array of 
medical and diagnostic purposes 
—and that is no more than a 
starter. 


The war has brought into 
wider use the principle of “reac- 
tive propulsion’. or the so-called 
rocket. It has been used to fire 
guns, to propel gliders, to give us 
antitank “bazooka.” Jet-propelled 
airplanes on the rocket principle 
are already in production in our 
own and other countries. Talk. as 
I have done, to scientists acquaint- 
ed with the as-yet-undeveloped 
potentials of the rocket and sud- 
denly your imagination is over- 
whelmed by its possibilies. 


Talk to research chemists and 
you are thrilled by the same sense 


of the immensity of the unex- 


view and our practical use. Vita- 
mins, hormones, other ingredients 
and powers that will enlarge im- 
measurably the health and vital- 
ity of our own bodies, the produc. 
tivity of livestock, are being ex- 
plored.

Japs To Send Oct. 28 | 
For Allied Relief Supplies 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—()— 
The Japanese ship Hakusan Maru 
will leave Japan October 28 to 
pick up relief supplies at the 
Soviet Far Eastern port of Nak- 
hodka for Allied prisoners of war 
and interned civilians, the State 
Department announced today. 

Acting Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius said the Japanese govern- 
ment had informed the depart- 
ment through neutral channels of 
its decision to send ‘the boat to 
Nakhodka, 60 miles east of Vladi- 
vostok. He added that some 1,500 
tons of accumulated supplies have 
been moved from Vladivostok to 
the port which was made avail- 
able by the Russian government. 

The supplies are destined for 
American, British, Canadian and 
Dutch nationals in Japanese hands. 

Stettinius said an effort will be 
made to place on the boat arly mail 
which can be forwarded in time.

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Dewey Charges Roosevelt 
‘scuttled’ Economic Parley 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Gov. Dewey, expanding his views on foreign policy, said last 
night in Minneapolis that the American representative on a world 
peace agency should not have to run to congress for authority every 


time he had to make a decision. 

The Republican presidential 
candidate declared, however, that 
only congress has the constitu- 
tional power to decide what forces 
it will make available to keep the 
peace and “what discretion it will 
give our representative to use that 
force.” 

Asserting that President Roose- 
velt had shown that he could not 
work with a Democratic congress, 
Dewey said in his prepared text 
he had no doubt that a congress 
working in co-operation with the 
White House would grant “ade- 
quate power for swift action by 
the American representative.” 

Having announced in advance 
that he intended to “fill in the 
geps” that he said Mr. Roosevelt 
“forgot” in his foreign policy 
speech, Dewey declared: 

“How election times change 
men’s memories!” 

SCUTTLING CHARGE 

By “deliberately” scuttling the 
1933 London economic cortference, 
the New York governor said, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt committed “the 
most completely isolationist action 
ever taken by an American presi- 
dent in our 150 years of history” 

“It was that event,” he added, 
“that led at least one European 
statesman to say there was then 
nothing ahead in Europe but war.” 

He did not name the statesman. 

Before Dewey spoke, President 
Roosevelt’s schedule was expand- 
ed again to include a speech in 
Chicago Saturday night and per- 
sonal appearances in New Jersey, 
Delaware and Indiana Friday and 


Saturday. 

The President joked with re- 
porters at his news conference 
about future speaking plans, but 
criticized some unnamed news- 
papers which, he said, were quot- 
ing him only half way in saying 
he did not intend to campaign in 
the usual partisan sense. The oth: 
er half of his acceptance speech 
statement, he said, was that he 
would not campaign except to an- 
ser misrepresentations. 

SILENT ON BALL’S ACTION 


Neither the President nor Gov. 
Dewey would comment on the ac- 
tion of Senator Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota, in coming out for 
Roosevelt because of the latter’s 
views on a world security organi- 
zation. 

But Senator Brewster, Repub- 
lican, Maine, said in New York 
that Ball and Wendell L. Wilikie 
“had not been on speaking terms 
for many months.” In view of 
this. Brewster said, any attemot 
by the opposition to “portray Bal] 
as the successor to Willkie is most 
unfortunate.”

If Youre Dining Out Often

The girls who eat all their meals 
in restaurants insist it is much 
harder for them to diet than it 
possibly could be for the woman 
who can fix something at home. 
Of course, the homemakers who 
must cook for their hungry fami- 
lies feel different. 


It boils down to the fact that 
dieting is never easy, no matter 
who does it. Personally, I think 
the homemaker has the tougher 
time, but eating out these days is 
no picnic. 


Waiting in line and watching 
other diners take their time to 
consume full course dinners is not 
exactly recommended for the ap- 
petite. There always seems to 
be a table for four and you’re 
either two or one. Eventually, 
when you are almost an ambu- 
lance case, you get seated. For the 
first 30 minutes, however, nothing 
arrives but bread and water. Be- 
ing on a diet, however, you drink 
the water. You nibble at a roll. 
But as time goes by, three rolls 
and two glasses of water disap- 
pear. 

The picture may be slightly ex- 
aggerated, but very slightly. I’ve 


been through this. For anyone 
dining alone, the best scheme 
seems to be to take the evening 
paper along and to read it while 
waiting, and when seated ask the 
bus boy not to leave you alone 
with more than one roll. 


If you frankly love food and 
find great difficulty in keeping the 
order low in calories, try this plan: 
order the main course, meat, fish 
or fowl, the vegetables—only one 
of them a starchy vegetable like 
corn or potatoes, the others spin- 
ach, cabbage or tomatoes. And 
have the beverage with the meal. 
When the waitress brings the food 
ask for the check! It is much 
easier not to take dessert if there 
is no delay in receiving the check. 
It is better not even to look at the 
list of the desserts. Some people 


do, just to prove they can take it 


or leave it and they usually take 
it. Even if you don’t read the 
menu while waiting for the check 
you have to look at something, 
and it is apt to be the deep dish 
apple pie at the next table. It 
is much more reducing—and less 
expensive—to have fresh fruit at 
home. Besides, the diet calls for 
three fresh fruits a day.

Our 
fighters had destroyed 369 of their 
force of about 700 planes, and our 
bombers wrecked the enemy air 
base on Guam and destroyed 15 
enemy aircraft on the ground, 
GOT AWAY FAST 

“As soon as the Japs counted 
their heavy losses, they got away 
from the battle area—and fast,” 
Dillard explained. “Our fleet went 
after them, but because the speed 
of the two fleets was approxi- 
mately equal, our only means of 
attacking the Japs was by air- 
craft at extreme range. And it 
was impossible for most of our 
carrier-based planes to carry 
enough fuel to fly from one fleet. 
to the other and back again. 

“We moved in to attack about 
sunset,” the Georgia pilot related. 
“We were over the target about 
half an hour, bombing and straf- 
ing. The Jap carriers were, as 
they always are, priority targets. 
After the attack, we headed back 
to see how close we could get to 
our ships before the fuel ran out. 
Some of our fighters with extra 
gas tanks were able to get all the 
way back. 

“About midnight, when we were 
still 20 or 25 miles from our ships, 
the gas in my plane gave out and 
we made a forced landing in the 
water,” Dillard said. “My radio 
gunner and I were in our raft less 
than an hour before a destroyer 
picked us up. Our fleet knew 
the approximate location of all the 
returning planes by that time, and 
they made an intensive search for 
all of us who were down.” 

JAP SHIPS SUNK 

The list of enemy ships sunk 
or damaged in the engagement, re- 
leased by Admiral Nimitz, includ- 
ed one Hayataka class carriere, 
two destroyers and two fleet tank- 
ers known to be sunk; another 
ed one Hayataka class carrier, 
light carrier seen in the water 
burning and exploding, probably 
sunk; one Shokaku class carrier, 
two heavy cruisers, one battle- 
ship, one light carrier, one light 
cruiser, two destroyers and three 
fleet tankers badly damaged. The 
enemy also lost 428 planes in the 
two days of action.

Call Made 
For Civil War 
Upon Franco 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—(#)—The 
first open call for a new civil war 
in Spain has been issued by the 
underground newspaper, Conquest 
of Spain’ which urges that officers 
of the Spanish army take up arms 
against Generalissimo Franco and 
the Falange, Spanish Republican 
en here announced to 

lay. 

Its call for revolution, appearing 
in its 36th issue, said: 


“We call upon the chiefs and 
the officers of the Spanish army 
to take up arms shoulder by shoul- 
der with the people against Fran- 
co and Falangism.” 


Official German news agencies 
were terming the internecine 
clashes along the Pyrenees border 
a Franco defense against “a Red 
invasion” from France and report- 
ing that Republican thrusts into 
Spain had been routed. 

Reports from Paris, meanwhile, 
said Republican guerrillas, fight- 
ing the Franco forces along the 
border, were recruiting officers of 
the regular army into their ranks 
-Apossibly as a result of the news- 
paper’s call—and that a definite 
struggle to seize control from 
Franco was under way. 

In Paris Spanish Republicans 
said clashes had extended deep 
into Catalonia and were rising in 
intensity. The Republicans were 
said to be operating from bases in 
the Toulouse area, reportedly giv- 
en them by the French in return 
for their help in fighting the Ger- 
mans during the occupation of 
France. 

The Berlin radio said 4,000 Ma- 
quisards—described as “Reds” —al- 
ready had been killed in the Span. 
ish frontier fighting. 

Paris newspapers complained 
that French censorship was pre- 
venting full details of the situation 
in Spain being made public. The 
newspaper “Combat” reported 
about 40,000 Germans who fled 
from France into Spain had been 
regrouped and formed into a “reg- 
ular army, fully equipped.” 

But the Spanish embassy in Lon- 
Yion said only 1,200 had crossed 
and that they had been interned.
